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NATIONAL CURRENCY, — 

Memerial of Thomas Law, Walter Jones, and Elias B. Caldwell, a 
Committee appointed at a meeting of the inhabitants of the City of 
Washington, to memorialise Congress on the subject of a National 
Currency. 





To the Honorable the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States, in Congress assembled: 

The undersigned, a committee appointed in behalf of Sundry citi- 
zens of the United. States, assembled at Washington, most re- 
spectfully represent : 

That it is the enviable lot of the citizens of the United States to 
live ander a Constitution which allows to all the free expression 
of their opinions apon every subject of national interest. When 
po despotism interferes to suppress the trutb, error can never be per- 
petuated: When, therefore, experience has taught, or reason 
points out, any improvements in the great science of legislation, by 
which our prosperity may be promoted, our independence 
strengthened, and our union more firmly cemented, we look with 
confidence to its adoption by a liberal and enlightened government. 

it has been generally admitted, that, since the peace in Europe, 
the United States have not advanced, in wealth and prosperity, 
with a rapidity in any degree proportioned to the vast advantages 
which they enjoy in soil, climate, population, and laws. Your 
memorialists respectiully suggest their belief that the cause of this 
slow progress is to be found in the undue proportion which the 
property of the oation bears to the amount of its circulating me- 
dium, or money ; and in the sudden diminution of the amount of 
that circulating medium. 

It is one of the first principles of political economy, that the 
prosperity of a nation depends upon preserving 9 just equilibrium 
between the whole of its property aad the medium by which that 
vaine is exchanged. Whenever this is suffered to fall below its 
due proportion of the whole property of the nation, in the same 
degree is its industry checked, its public improvements abandoned, 
and it+ prosperity suffered to retrograde, and the evil is infinitely 
aceravated if, from any cause, the sum of money capital with 
which a nation has been accustomed to operate, be materially di- 
minished. 

Upon a full investigation of this important subject, your memo- 
rialists have been brought to the conviction that this requisite 
equilibrium can never subsist in any nation, for any certain peri 
od, while gold and silver. or any other artic!es of trade and com 
merce, are used as the sole materials of money. ‘The quantity of 
the circulating medium, or money, of any nation, which is formed 
of such tnaterial, must always depend upon the demand-for thai 
material by other nations. No nation, therelore, can properly be 
said to be independent, so long as it uses a circulating medium, o: 
instrument, of exchange, which, at any time, may be withdrawn 
from it, at the will and caprice of a foreign nation, or by the com 
plex and irresistible operations of trade. Your memorialists, there- 
fore, regard it as no less essential to the permanent independence 


than to the continued prosperity of a nation, that its money should. 


be so constituted as to offer no inducement to the commercial cu- 
pidity of other nations ; that it should be, in other words, a home- 
money, confined to home circulation. The establishment of this 
sort of money, adapted to the purposes of home circulation, upon 
an uudoubted basis of eredit, in addition to the more diffusive and 
permanent effects it would produce upon the happiness and pros 

perity of the nation, would immediately relieve the specie-paying 
banks from. the pressure that cramps their operations, and would 
enable them, in some degree, to fulfil the original olject of their 
institution. This beveficial result was expreasly contemplated in 
the letter of the Secretary of the ‘Treasury to the Bank of the 
United States: whose recommendation we are happy to be able to 
tite, among other encouraging instances of the approbation of the 
system on the part of iflustrious and practical statesmen. 

} Mr. Madison, conscious that some circulating medium was re- 
quisite to. stimulate industry, as water is required to cause the 
wheels of machinery to circumvolve, recommended, in his mes 

sage to congress, the consideration whether a paper currency, 
founded on national faith, might not be successfully introduced. A 











committee for this purpose was accord nzly eppuinted. ‘Ihe se- 
cretary of the Treasury about the same timé, in the letter above 
alluded to, urged the necessity of issuing a national currency, to 
prevent the evils which he truly anticipated would flow from too 
eudden a reduction of specie payments, and, in cogent arguments, 
proved that the national cnrrency would possess all the credit and 
value of gold and silver. In a subsequent report, after the resump- 
tion of specie payments had begun to produce the deplorable ef- 
fects which the Secretery of the ‘Treasury had predicted. he re- 
marked, that the nation was suffering under great distress ; that 
the reduction of the currency had checked the ardor of enterprize, 
and paralyzed the energies of the nation. 

Notwithstanding this high and united official recommendation, 
no remedial mea-ures were, in consequence, adopted, although the 
pecuniary embarrasaments of the nation have been increasing, trom 
year to year, to a degree that leaves no hope of relief, if the pre- 
sent specie based paper system be persevered in. 

Iu this painful and desponding predicament, a numerous aud re- 
spectable meeting of our fellow citizens have appointed the under- 
signed a committee to solicit the attention of your honourable bo- 
dies to the pecuniary embarrasements of the nation at large, and te 
suggest for your consideration the expediency and neceasity of in- 
troducing a home money in aid of specie, on a more truly solid ba- 
sis, which will be less liable to fluctuation. and constitute the near- 
est approximation to the great national desideratum, a permanent 
invariable standard of value, not capable of being affected by the 
balance of trade. 

Being impressed with the conviction that this important object 
is attainable, the undersigned have been instructed to present this 
memorial to the enlightened Representatives of the nation, with a 
full confidence that an expanded view will be taken of this impor- ° 
tant branch of political economy, and that the investigation will 
iead to the exhibition of a successful experiment, which will fur- 
nish a heneficial example to all nations, and, by prosperity, form an 
important era in the history of their own country.

[Secr. 1,] Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives of the United States of America m Congress assembled, 
That. the benefits and privileges of the act of Congress, cnti- 
tled ** An act to provide for the extinguishment of the debt 
due to the United States, by the purchasers of public lands,” | 
approved on the eighteenth day of May, one thousand eight 
hundred and twenty-four, of which this act is explanatory, be 
extended to those persons who have obtained certificates of 
further credit, for any half-quarter section, or for any fraction- 
al section of land, under the provisions of any of the several 
laws for the relief of purchasers of public lands, referred to in 
the said act, of which this is explanatory.
